| ANSCHLAG'S BODY. 


The Result of the Coroner’s 
‘Inquest. 


The Murderer’s Remains Turned Over 
to the Medical College, 


Difference Between Doctors as to the 


Autopsy of the. Bratn:~ 


What the Post-mortem Examination by Drs. Cohn, 
Utiey and Brainerd Revealed—A Report 
from Which Physicians May Draw 
Their Own Conclusions. 


Coroner Meredith yesterday morning held 
an inquest on the body of the dead mur- 
derer, Anschlag, at Orr & Sutch’s, on Spring 
street. There were but very few present, 
besides the witnesses and several 
sicilans, and after the jury had been im- 
paneled and had viewed the corpse, the 
taking of testimony was at once proceeded 
with.

He said that every precaution had been |, 


taken, as he thought, to prevent Anschiag 
from making away with himself. Lle de- 
scribed what took place in the cell on the | 
night of the suicide, which has been sub- | 
stantially published heretotore. 

Deputy Jaite 4 George Russe}l corroborated | 
the Jailer’ 3 siateinent, and said that An- 
schiag had told him that he had taken 
strychnine, 

Dr. James J. Choate testified that he was 
called the night of the suicide, and, going 
to the jail, found Anschlag suifering from 
the effects of strychnine. He asked him 
how he had taken it, and he told him in 
tobacco. He gave him morphine to relax 
his nerves, but in this he was unsuccessful, 
as he could not swallow. He then used the 
stomach pump, butit did not do any good 
and he died in about three-quarters of an 
hour after he got to the jail. 

Rev. U.S. G. Glick, who has figured ex- 
as the murderer’s Spiritual ad- 
vise, testified that Anschiag told him that 
he had got the first poison which was found 
on him froma prisoner in the jail named 
He believed Anschiag to be of 
sound mind. 

This closed the evidence, and the jury in 
a few minutes returned a verdict that the 
deceased, Fritz Anschiag, a native of’ Ger- 
many, came to his death from the effects of 
poison taken by himself with intent to 
commit suicide, and that the said poison 
was furnished him by some person or r per- 
sons to the jury unknown. 

Immediately on the conclusion or the 
oe the body was taken to the Medical 

ollege, on Aliso street, where it was 
turned over to the doctors for dissecting 
purposes. 

THE DOCTORS DISAGREE. 

The doctors who were present at the au- 
topsy, it appears, are not agreed as to the 
condition of Anschiag’s brain. Dr. Mac- 
Gowan conducted the post mortem, but was 
assisted by Dr. LE, Cohn and several 
others, while ail the medical men present 
took more or less interest in the operation. 
‘The following is Dr. MacGowan’s statement 
made bei ge the Coroner’s jury: “There 
were bo rks of external vivience, The 
height of the body is about 5 feet 11 inches, 
its weight about 175 pounds, the color of the 
eyes hazel or gray, color of hair chestnut. 
A careful examination of the skull showed 
no abnormal depressions, signs of previous 
fracture, or adhesions of the sealp to the 
skull. The condition of the brain and en- 
veloping membranes was a healthy one 
with the exceptions of a few adhesions of 
the membranes to each other along the 
media hnes of the upper surface of the 
brain. The lungs were deeply congested, 
the air celis being filled with bloouy imucus, 
mixed with the air. Tne heart and the 
great blood vessels were empty aud re- 
laxed, their tissues, however, healthy. The 
liver was enlarged ‘and muehi congested and 
extremely soft and friable. The stomach 
contained about two ounces and a haii of 
greenous mucus, Both kidneys were greatly 
congested, but otherwise norimal in th 
structure. The bladder contained abo 
two ounces of phosphatic urine. Death 
occurred, in my opinion, from the efiects of 
poison,”’ 

Drs. Cohn, Brainerd and Utley also made 
&@ post-mortem examination of the brain of 
the dead murderer, the result of their in- 
vestigations poo as follows: 

“We, the undersigned physicians and 
surgeons, residents of the city of Los Ange- 
les, State of California, have,;:this 16th day 
of November, 1588, heid a post-mortem ex-. 
aluination on the body of John Henry 
Frederick Anschlag, and report that on 
careful and minute examination of tie

THE SEWAGE PROBLEM. 


THE “WEST SYSTEM” UNFAVOR- 
ABLY CRITIOISED._ 


Views of John P. Culver, Ciyil and 
Hydraulic Engineer—Serious Ob- 
jections That the Council Should 
Carefully Consider Before Adopt- 
ing the Proposed System. | 


The great importance to the city of Los 
Angeles of the sewage problem makes the 
consideration and adoption of any plan 
which may be submitted to the Councila 
matter-of prime importance. That. body, 
with the best interests of the city in view, 
cannot fail to look carefully at all reasona- 
ble and pertinent objections which may be 
urged against the “West system’ before 
taking se impoftanta step as to adopt it 
and bind the city to a contract which may 
possibly turn out to be a mistake. 

Times Has procured, and presents 
below, the views of an eminent practicai 
civil engineer, John P, Culver, upon the 


the attention of the members of the Council: 
MR. CULVER’S VIEWS. 

After long and tedious consideration of 
various plans and ways to dispose of the 
waste sewage of this city, the authorities 
seem disposed to somewhat favor what is 
called the ‘West system,” described ina 
pamphiet issued by that company as 
follows: 

“By this system a large well is sunk to a 
depth depending somewhat upon the iength 
of the sewers; this well is bricked up and 
<emeted inside and out, and thus rendered 
both water and air tight. In this well are 
powertul pumps capable of raising the sew- 
age and forcing it to the filtering tanks, 
whigh can be located near the well or miles 
aw As soon as it arrives at the tanks 
the water is separated from the sewage and 
made pure by tiltration, and the balance of 
the sewage is mixed with other, ingredients 
and manufactured into bromo guano, which 
is acknowledged to be one of the best 
fertilizers,” 

This mode of filtering sewage does not 
seem to be new, a great many attempts hav- 
aga made to accomplish the same re- 
sult. 

The usual quantity of fertilizing ingre- 

dients in this waste, as existing in a general 
city population, would show, by the re- 
searches of many able chemists, to consist 
of > aaa as shown in the following state- 
ment: 
__A city of 100,000 population would yearly 
produce faecal matter estimated at 10 feet 
of solids to each head, from a large number 
of actual determinations, or 1,000,000 cubic 
feet; making about 50 pounds per capita of 
fertilising ingredients per annum, worth 
about $2.50, the larger value beiltg contained 
in the material as follows (being an annual 
average of all ages per head): Urine con- 
taining pounds of ammonia, 9.38; feces, 
1.49; total, 10.87 pounds, worth about $1.59. 
Other lost ingredients are valuable, but aim- 
monia, having the most worth, can be set 
down as the principal vaiue. [tis composed 
of one atom of nitrogen (14.20) to three of 
hydrogen (1). Water is a great absorbent 
of this gas, a pint of cold water taking up 
from 600 to 700 pints of ammonia before it is 
Saturated. 

The must valued part of liquid sewage 
becomes in the nature of saturation or over- 
mixed with water. Large expenditures 
have been made to find the quantity and 
value of these products, especially the sol- 
ids, and to ascertain the harmful effects en- 
gendered by exposure to the deadly emana- 
tions from the products. 

Illustrating the assertion that the filtering 
of sewer matter is not new, and also the 
doubtful -proposition that it may not even 
be patentable, the annexed places in Eng- 
land.are cited to show as aprooft of experi- 
mental use: 

Coventry.—This town has some 42,000 in-° 
habitants. The sewage 1s received in a de- 
positing tank, whence it passes laterally 
through coarse gravel two feet thick con- 
fined between perforated boards, into a 
second and smalier tank, and _ thence 
through a second strainer into a third tank. 
The works are constructed in duplicate, so 
that the precipitated solids can be removed 
— one set ot tank) while the other set is 
n use. 

Ashby—A small town on the Mease. 
The sewage is run into brick towers 70 feet 
long and 100 feet wide, built and divided in 
duplicates, with three compartments each, 
between which strainers are inserted three 
feet ie t. ‘he upper strainer or filter is 
filled in with coarse pebbles, the lower ones 
pro ively with finer and the last with 
still tiner material. 

Birmingham—with over 300,000 poputa- 
tion—has sewerage tanks where the mate- 
rial is first settlea. Originally there were 
to the right and left filtering beds between 
the second and third tank. The downward 
filter soon became choked and useless. The 
filtering media. were composed of three 
inches of nut gravel laid upon cast-iron 
grates, which were covered with nine inches 
of coarse sand. 

These examples are showa to illustrate 
that filtering sewage is not new, and pre- 

nderating testimony is of a nature show- 
ng insurmountable objections to ‘any gen- 
eral success attained in the treatment of 
sewage waters in any of such ways. 

The most notabils attempts to manu- 
facture sewage compost or manure ave cited 
as follows: In Great Britain Uxbridge 
collected its sewage in tanks and filtered it 
through charcoal, a material costing $25 per 
ton. The deposits, when partially dried, 
were mixed with ashes and put up for sale 
at $2.50 per ton, and 1t was so difficult to get 
rid of it that it was considered a failure. 

At St. Thomas, near Exeter, a patent 
process was used as a deodorizer, in which 
sulphate of iron and burnt magnesian lime- 
stone were used, which proved a failure. 
The authorities then used lime and basket- 
filter works, résulting in failure and dis- 
continuance in consequence of being cited 
as a nuisance. i 

Clifton treated sewerage matier with sul- 
sage of lime, and then with lime alone. 

he product proved of little value. 

Leicester, on the Svar, 65,000 inhabitants, 
treated its sewage on a patent process. 
The works were erected to turn out a dry, 
portable manure, which, it was supposed, 
ought to sell for $20 per ton, whereas, in 
reality, it could scarcely be sold for $11 per 


n. 

Tottenham, on the River Lea, handled its 
sewage material under another patent, and 
erected special works that cost thousands of 
pounds sterling, for producing dry manure, 
which resulted in utter loss. 

Ely also attempted to dry and use the 
solid portion of the waste sewage matter 
with like results. 

No one for a moment doubts the value, or 
will deny that there is great treasure in this 
material, but (ie way has not as yet been 
discovered to so treat it as to extract from it 
useful salts and properties, without at the 
Same time expending more than they are 
worth for their production, and in treatment 
so as to divest the process of objectionable 
features ina sanitary sense. - 

For a city like Los Angelesssay with 80,- 

000 inhabitants, it would involve the treat- 
ment of some 2000 tons of dried sluga 
year. 
Now, let us look at the sanitary condi- 
tions surrounding the disposal of the fluid 
waste from this mass of stuff. Works for 
separating the solids from the fluids would 
be situated naturally, by reason of the grad- 
ient system of the surface flow, somewhere 
not very far from the southern boundary of 
the city limits. 

Where is there a section, with the effluvia 
and stench arising from this concentrated 
mass of filth, that would not raise a shout 
of opposition to it, and, if necessary, evoke 
the arm of the law to remove it? Prevail- 
ing trade winds would carry these fumes in 
one direction, and that direction would be 
straight to inhabited inland homes. 

As itis proposed to use.the sweet, and, 
we are informed, purified, filtered finid for 
irrigating purposes, what is going to_be- 
come of the surrounding wells? Just 
southeasterly and westerly of the city, 
éxtending below Compton and Inglewood, 


are innumerable ilowing welis, producing 


pure and useful streams of water, that are 
a precious boon and profit to their owners. 
Will not such a large volume of sewage 
water pellute them? if at first no percepti- 
ble harm can be traced to it, what will be 
the resul®in the course of a couple of years 
or so, When the ground becomes thoroughly 
saturatéd with the fluid from these works? 

It has been claimed that this refuse fluid, 
after filtration, is sweet, pure, and »wholly 
divested of the abominations it formerly 
contained. Let us ‘see about this: claim. 
Croyden’s sewage irrigation process first 


precipitated its solids, and afterward treated

with carbolic acid, so that very little nox- 
ious matter was brought on the land, but 
the refuse or waste liquid killed the fish in 
the river. | | 

Later, the carbolic acid has been aban- 


-+ doned at Croyden, and the settling tanks 


emit a most overpowering effluvium. Much 
has been said by the advocates of sewage 
irrigation that the water after passing over 
the meadows is so purified as to be quite fit 
for drinking; in fact, visitors are requested 
by the managers, and often induced to par- 
take of that beverage, as a clincher to their 
argumenta, 

’rof. Volicker, consulting chemist to the 
Royal Agricultural Society, according to 
The Economist of February 23, 1867, states 
that he has repeatedly analyzed the clarified 
water of sewage after it had wndergone the 
purifying influence of irrigation, and in 
the majority of cases has found such puri- 
fied water, though clear and free from 
smell, almost a8 unfit for drinking, cooking 
and washing purposes as it was in its 
jilthy condition. 

ilan is quoted as being the very best 
example of sewage irrigation of any place 
known, of which an eminent physician, 
Dr. Antonio Capelli, says: 

Question: “In what respect has it acted 
injuriously on the health?” 

Answer: “First, in producing every kind 
of ague; secondly, in producing the other 
forms of disease, due to marsfi iniasma, 

neuralgia, rheumatism, chest 1n- 


ing pernicious remittent fever, which often 
kills in a few days.” 

It is conceded that these materials are 
valuable, and would be beneficial and profit- 
able to a high degree if they could be di- 
vested of smell and handled in the manu- 
factory, sO as to not create a local nuisance 
and cause pollution to underground water 
veins. These lead to wells of water, even 
to remote points, and foul them with dis- 
guised poisons, only detected when some 
capable physician is called to attend an 
entire family, or, may be, community, for 
some deadly fever or epidemic, and pre- 
vents its further spread by removing the 
pump handles, 

SERIOUS OBJECTIONS TO OVERCOME. 

“No feasible way has as yet been invented 
to so treat and dispose of this waste product 
on a profitable and safe scale. 

It being an age of active research and 
apes itis possiblea way may in time 

prepared to do these things, but as yet it 
. safe to say it looks like a doubtful propo- 
sition. 

A prudential course would seem to point 
toward the outlet to -theocean, for many 
reasons. Suppose these filtering-works 
should be constructed, prove a nuisance 
and an injunction be issued to close them? 
Result, the money of the city would be 
gone and no outlet provided. 

A PLAN SUGGESTED. 

- It seems that a proper way to handle this 
subject would be to build an outlet to the 
sea, and then if any one desires to make ex- 
periments with a view of making the sew- 
age a source of profit let them erect their 
own plant, and if successful they will reap 
the reward of their enterprise and.outlay. 

A conduit sufficiently roomy to dispose of 
the sewage of a city of 200,000 people can 
be constructed for not exceeding the sum 
understood to be involved as the price of 
the proposed filtering-works. A growing 
city like this should be able te figure out its 
drainage destiny at an outlay that would 
not be a burden. 

The most fata! thing any com munity, and 
especially a young city, can do is to bond 
itself by an indebtedness that would act 
as an incubus to retard progress. Itis easy 
te print and issue bonds, but not so easy to 
pay them, and strangers coming into a new 
place to settle generally ask about the rate 
of taxation early in their inquiries. This 
city 1s well prepared in credit and strength 
to undertake the construction of drainage 
works, but let it be on a principle that is 
calculated to do the most good for the 
money expended, and on plans known be- 
forehand to be safe, ample, prudent and 
honest. — JOHN P. CULVER,

At 7:30 this 
morning a fair-haired, lady-like woman ar- 
rived from Chicago and registered as Mrs. 
H. W. King, Jr., and proceeded to the vic- 
tim’s room. Calling him to the door, a con- 
versation ensued, she upbraiding him, 
while he urged her to go away and leave 
him. She finally said with tears in her 
“Henry, will you take me to break- 
fast? Imean you no harm,” He repulsed 

her roughly, and started for the elevator. 

She followed, overtook him, drew a re- 
volver and shot him in the mouth. He 
Staggered away. She followed and fired 

three more shots. when he feil down the 

Stairs leading to the rotunda, dying imme- 

diately. She rushed: after him with the 
smoking revolver in her hand. Kneeling 

by his side she sobbed: “I’ve murdered my 
husband!’

| THE VICTIM’S ANTECEDENTS. 

CaicaGo, Nov. 17.—Inquiry by an Asso- 
ciated Press representative at the store of 
Henry W. King & Co., wholesale dealers in 
clothing, elicited the information that a dis- 
patch had been received from Omaha which 
confirmed the advices of the Associated 
Press in regard to the killing of Henry W. 
King, Jr., son of the senior member of the 
firm. King, Sr., is acting as foreman of 
the Grand J ury, and a messenger was sent 
to inform him of the tragedy. 

The family is old and prominent in the 
city, both socially and financially. Henry 
W. King, Jr., Was about 30 years of age, 
a graduate of Williams College. A few 
years ago he contracted an unfortunate 
marriage, and, as the sequel proved, causing 
his relatives much trouble and anxiety. 
Subsequently a divorce was secured. Since 
that time Harry has been conducting him- 
self in a quiet, industrious manner. The 
firm gave him oversight of various branch 
houses which have been established, one in 
New York, one in St. Louis, one at Kansas 
City and others at leading pwvints in the 
country, under the uniform title of Brown- 
ing, King & Co. The Omaha branch, which 
is a retail store, was established only a 
month or six weeksago. The exact facts in

divorced, as he had married again. 
MYSTERIOUS MKS. BEECHLER. 

Henry W. King, Sr., says the woman who 
shot his son was not his wife, but a woman 
named Mrs. Beechler, whose home is in 
Chicago. 

Mrs. Beechler lives in a fashionable quar- 
ter of the North Side, where she has a child 
4yearsold. I1t appears, according to the 
statement of the servant, the only person 
left in the house, that Beechler is an alias, 
and that the real person for whom it stands 
is Mrs. Henry W. King, Jr. The servant 
declares that King has not been there for 
six weeks; that on Thursday Mrs. Beechler, 
er King, first heard he was going to marry 
a Miss Duffy, and became much excited. 

She has.a child 4 years old, which she left 
with the servant, and left the city yester- 
day, saying she was going to Cleveland, 
where she lived before meeting young King. 
Her maiden name was Lizzie Legorde. Of 
late she complained that young King was 
neglecting her, and went to her husband’s 
father and demanded that the young man 
support her properly.

Shortly after 2 o’clock, Mrs. King No. 3, 
who had gone to Council Bluffs, the night 
before, to visit friends, returned to the Pax- 
ton Hotel with her cousin, Mrs. J. E. 

Somebody had told the 
unfortunate wonian full particulars of the 
tragic event, and she was completely pros- 
trated.

The telegram reached her yes- 
terday, and was only delivered in the morn- 
ing. Soon after Mrs. King No. 3 left the 
hotel, but without telling where she was 
going. An hour later a note from Mr. King 
to his wife was received by the clerk of the 
Paxton. It was sent to Mrs, King’s room, 
but she was found tobe away. The note 
was returned to the cierk and placed by 
him in Mr. King’s box. There it was fopnd 
by that gentleman last night, who mar- 
veled greatly atthe absenee of his wife, 
who unquestionably had been frightened 
by her rival’s telegram, which contained 
information that she was coming here to 
prosecute King for bigamy. 
KING’S CHICAGO WIFE. 

CuIcAaGco, Nov. 17.—A careful investiga- 
tion made by a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press tonight tends to throw much 
light on the unfortunate parties to the King 
shooting in Omaha this morning. ‘The 
apartments occupied by the couple at No.

Mrs. King’s folks live in Cleve- 
land, O, Her-mother has been twice mar- 
ried, her last husband’s name being the one 
under which she and King passed while 
living in Chicago. While the couple lived 
in Quincey, LIL, they assumed the name of 
Lagarde, a fly leaf in one of the books in 
the Cass-street residence bearing Mrs. 
King’s autograph as follows: “Libbie La- 
garde, 42 Elm street, Quincy, Ill.” - 

. THEIR LIFE AT QUINCY. 

The Times’s special from Quincy, IIl., 
says in substance: “Herary W. King, or 
Mr. Lagarde, as he was called here, was 
well-known in this city. Hecame here in 
1886, bringing with him a very stylish and 
handsome woman, who was known as Mrs. 
Libbie Lagarde. A 2-year-old child was 
also with them, and it was understood that 
it was the child of a dead sister of the 
woman. They all boarded at a house on 
Eighth street. King, however, always 
came here on the Saturday night train from 
Chicago, remained over Sunday and re- 
turned to Chicago on Monday morning.

Who will go to 
Congress to help make laws 
for the Nation, and who of them all 
will be our historians, our poets, our 
editors and our architects. And the 

irls! no indeed, I do not forget them. 

he girls whom I meet, and the girls 
who write for the TrmeEs-Mrrror, 
what will they be when they get to be 
“grown-up women?” Will any of 
them write beautiful books of prose or 
poetry, such as people will love to read? 
How many of them will be teachers 
and artists, or musicians? We cannot 
tell anything about it, can we? There 
is only one thing that we can do, and 
that is to make the most of our oppor- 
tunities, and fit ourselves the best we 
may for places of usefulness. 

When [ was a little girl [had a sister 
only seventeen months younger than 
myself.

I remember so well that when we 
were fairly awake I would say: ‘‘ Now, 
Mary, I will make up a story and tell 
you, and then you make op one and 
tell me.”? Then we would begin, and 
such long stories as we would tell about 
knights and princes, and fairies who 
had turned children into birds, and all 
such things that our fancy dreamed of. 
WhenlI was done may little sister had 
her story ready, and I used to listen to 
her with as much delight as I had in 
reading ‘Jack, the Giant Killer,” 

.I think this habit of story-making 
was very good practice for us, because 
it quickened our imagination, and it 
made us more observant of the habits 
ot the birds, the insects and the ani- 
mals about us, for we wanted to find 
something new every day for the 
stories which we told. 

We had not as many books in those 
days as the children of today have. 
There was no Wide-Awake or St. 
Nicholas, with their pages full of beauti- 
ful illustrations, charmin stories, 
and delightful knowledge. 
Youth’s Companion, the Rollo books, a 
little pictorial Sunday paper, and such 
stories as ‘‘Robinson Crusoe,’’ *‘The 
Arabian Nights,’ ‘‘Pilgrim’s Pro- 
gress,’”’ etc., together with the lesser 
tales of Blue Beard, Cinderella, and 
those never-worn-out ‘* Melodies of 
Mother Goose.” I never dreaméd 
when [ read the story of **Peter, Peter, 
Pumpkin-eater,’’ who had a wife that he 
was obliged to put in a pumpkin shell, 
that I should ever live to see one large 
enough for such purpose. But here in 
California I have seen pumpkins about 
large enough for a prison-house for re- 
bellious little Mrs. Peter, wife of the 
pumpkin eater, and perhaps that story, 
which I doubted so much, might have 
been true after all. hav 
learned not to say of anything 
*T know this cannot be true, because 
Ihave never seen anything like it.’ 
That is not a safe thing to say of any- 
thing, unless you have traveled the 
whole wide worid over and are familiar 
with the whole realm of Nature. 

Now, I wish that every one of the 
.TrImEs-MIRROR boys and girls would 
say every morning, ‘This day shall not 
pass without my learning something 
new,’’ and then would live upto that 
promise. Now, I am going to make 
that promise myself, and {try and keep 
it. How many of you will make and 
keep it with me? It will be a pleasant 
thing to feel when the night comes, I 
know at least on thing today that I did 
not know yesterday.

We must bring all of our faculi- 
ties into action if we would have them 
grow strong. If you never use the 
muscles of your body,they will be 
weak. If you never use your memory 
or your imagination or your 1easoning 
powers, they will never become devel- 
oped, and you will not have an active 
mind, quick to see and perceive and 
reason. Weshould all of us knowa 
great deal more than we doif we only 
improved our opportunities, our 
time and our talents to the very best 
advantage possible. There would be 
many a Solon among our boys as they 
grow to manhood, and among our girls 
many whose womanhood would be as 
learned as that of Hypatia.

One of the members of the Executive 
Committe of this citizens’ reform move- 
ment has been a resident of Los Ange- 
les city for now more than 20 years. 
During-that- years we Have been 
more or less every vear electing “clean, 
honest and honorable’ men to the 
Various municipat offices, sometimes 
Republican, sometimes Democrat. 

lt has of late, however, dawned upon 
the minds of many citizens that it 
might be well to stop now after these 
20 years and inquire what we under- 
stand by **clean, honest and honorable”’ 
men, and what “clean, honest and 
honorabie” men are expected to do 
when elected.

Under the foregoing circumstances, 
Mr. Fox, is it to be wondered at that 
the citizens’ reform movement should 
grow somewhat inquisite, and seek to 
know before it goes to the polls what is 
meant by “clean, honest and honora- 
ble’? men? 

Is it to be wondered at that it asks, 

the official record. of the “clean, 
honest and honorable” men whom it 
may help to elect to office only to bea 
repetition of the past? Is it to be won- 
dered at that it begins to particularize?
